Anzac Doy will be commemorated in Hong Kong 
today by the Australian and New Zealand 
communities with memorial services to the 
men who died fighting during the landing at 


Gallipoli. 

Wreaths will be placed at 
the foot of the.Cenotaph at 10 
am. The Memorial Service 
there will be conducted by the 
Reverend Mr. Hatt-Lipcombe 
and the Right Reverend Mer. 
A. Feroldi. ; 

The service will be followed 
py the usual two-minate silence 
in memory of the fallen in the 
two world wars. 

On April, 25, 1915, the quict of 
dawn pervaded the beaches of 
Gallipoli, Of shore British war- 
ships, dimly seen. through the 
ground mist, edged gently to- 
wards the shore. A_ rattle, a 
splash—and an Inferno broke 
loose. ity : 

The Australian and New Zea- 
land Army Corps, fresh trom: 
{raining in Egypt and under the 
command of General W, R. Bird- 
wood, had begun their landing 
under tho fire of the Turks, who 
were well-cntrenched on the high 
ground overlooking the beaches: 
“hus Anzac Day was born. 

It wus.a bitter travail for the 
me -tho toole part in it; inch oy 
meh they  fourat their way 
‘rove, ahal! of te until at lost! 
they established. a beach-head. 
Eltht bitter months later, after 
sustaining many heavy ensunlties, | 
they were withdrawn. The Galll-

suund and worthy men and wo- 
men to take thelr pluces: among 
the’ millions us good citizens of 
the world.

These societics help to develop 
the qualitics of self{-rellance, 4n- 
dependence, fair play and help- 
fulness in-born in many of the 
teen-agers and they mould chur- 
acters and fester brotherhoosl 
among the youths.

And native shops 
alternpting to impress with the 
country of origin of an ortirle, 
quoted Hong Kong much_ os 
though they would quote ‘Eng- 
Hsh Made’! American gooda were 
consotcuous by their absence, al- 
though both English and Ameri- 
can cigarettes are on sale in 
many shops. 

Speaking to a Planter from 
Seyvamet, I was surprised to learn 
that petrol is rationed even ‘up 
ecuntry’, This man drove fre- 
quently into Malacea and Singa- 
pore through ‘vandit  -territory’ 
and although his .Chinese  con- 
ductor had been killed for re- 
fusing to phy’ protection moncy’, 
he himself had not yet been 
molested.

The pact is strengthened Jn its 
rear by the Important adherence 
of Portugul—and Portugal means 
also the Azores. Its right wing is 
much assisted by the bold and 
noble decision of the Malian 
Government, in the {nee of 
powerful and menacing) Com- 
munist forces, to link thefnselves 
to the nations of Western 
Eurape, 
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But, even with Italy, the right 
wing {8 gom~what in the air, The 
whole Une, avever well ontren~ 
ched across murope, may be turn- 
od in the Eastern Mediterranean. 
It is, moreover, in this area that 
the forces of aggression can be 
most casily deployed. For if all 
Europe has been partially Bal- 
keanised, it is still true that in the 
Balkans fa the danger spot. 

If, therefore, the Atlontie Pact 
is to be effective, it must as a 
matter of urgency be buttressed 
by a Mediterranean Pact. This 
must Include Greece and Tur- 
key: it must be extended aos 
rapidly as possible from the 
Near East to the Middic East, 
above all to Perata. 

The Communist pressure, tem- 
Porarlly checked {in the West, 
will be brought to bear In the 
near future on these countries. 
Persia ‘has up to now put up a 
splendid resistance. But it seems 
on if a fresh aggression was be- 
ginning. 

It is ecasential that an im- 
mediate and authoritative. “In- 
gurance cover’ be extended to 
Persia as well as to Greece and 
Turkey, pending the formal con- 
clusion of Mediterranean and 
Middle Eastern Pacts, 


Greece In Danger 

But something more js needed 
than wornts, Article 4 of the At- 
lantic. Pact declares ‘that ‘the 
parties with consult together 
whenever , , , the — territorial 
integrity, politica! independence, 
or security of any of the partles 
‘s threatened,” vos 

In Greece all of them have 
been the subject of consistent at- 
tack for four yearn and more 
under the direct Inspiration of 
Moscow. Greece is ‘today on the 
verge of collapse, cconomically 
and politically, It 1s common 
Knowledge that Moscow is plot- 
ting a Balkan coup, starting with 
Macedonin ond ending in the 
liquidation both of ‘flto and of 
democratic Greece. 

The crisis may come thls sum- 
mer. Are we ready? Are we pre- 
paring an nective polley of inter- 
vention, with a Joint Anglo- 
American command and fully in- 
tegrated effort? This vital round 
in the struggle must be won.

ranean pact can be brought 
rapidly into being, there Is real 
danger of the whole Atlantic 
Pact being outflanked, If that 
happens it will prove no better 
than_another Masinot Line.

FREEDOM OF THE 
BUREAUCRAT 


It is good to know there 
is real freedom in Hong 
Kong. True, it is restricted 
to Government and senior 
civil servants, -and will al- 
most certainly remain so 
until the colony is eventual- 
Iv absorbed by the new 
China. “But the ordinary 
citizen can be relieved that 
he has not the slightest res- 
ponsibility for the conduct 
of his own community affairs. 
All he has to do is to pro- 
vide the millions necessary 
for the operation of a semi- 
totalitarian administration, 
manned by benevolent de- 
spots who by some fortunate 
dispensation of providence 
can never make a mistake. 

We have been criticised in 
the past for censuring Rov- 
ernment employees “who 
cannot hit back.” No? — In 
the first place, they are just 
as able as any ordinary 
human being to write letters 
to the Pre under the pseu- 
donyms used by the major- 
ity of correspondents. | But 
that is only a method of let- 
ting off steam, What the 
bureaucrat can—and does— 
do is to interpret laws ac- 
cording to his own ideas, and 
impose them on the public.

Those of us who have lived 
in Britain, even under its 
post-1939 morass of regula- 
‘tions, experience a night- 
marish feeling of frustration 
in our first months in Hong 
Kong. As the years pass, 
however, the sensible ones 
accept the inevitable (prob- 
ably no thinking person ex- 
pects that the colony will 
ever have democratic repre- 
sentation), and some even 
achieve the pinnacle of social 
success hy heing invited to 
lunch or cocktails by heads 
of government departments. 

This preamble has _ parti- 
cular reference to the deve- 
loping official. attitude to- 
wards the gold ban, typical 
of the excellence of the local 
scheme of things. A sudden 
step is taken, under the still 
extant Emergency Regula- 
tions, and the details are 
worked out by loyal civil ser- 
vants. There may, of course, 
be considerable _ hesitation, 
confusion and contradiction, 
as there was in this case, but 
it is hardly cricket even to 
mention this. The situation 
was finally clarified on 
Thursday by Mr. K. M. A. 
Barnett, Deputy Financial 
Secretary, who included the 
friendly warning that news- 
papers must not publish any 
manner of gold bullion trans- 
actions, even in reports com- 
ing from overseas.

That Actlng-Presi- 
dent Li had no real power was 
demonstrated within a few duys 
of his accession to the pust, when 
he ordered the reteare of — the 
Young Marshal, Chang  Hsuch- 
ltang, who is at present in custody 
in Formosa, 

The explanation given for this 
deflance of his orders wns that 
the Young Marshal's detention 
had been ordered by the Chinese 
equivalent of Gestapo (the secret 
organisation created by the Inte 
General Tal Li), an‘ that only 
orders from [ts headquarters 
could be accepted as valid, A 
few weeks Inter it became known 
that Treasury funds estimated at 
about US$100,000,000, had been 
removed to Amoy and Formosn 
by ‘the Generalissimo's — orders, 
and were not available cither for 
protecting China's currtney, or 
for arrears of pay to the Nation- 
alist forees. 


No Loyal Subordinates 


Among China’s military leaders 
General Li Tsung-jJen has no 
loyal subordinates other than his 
former Kwangsi colleague, Pai 
Chung-hsit. The Shanghal Gor- 
rison Commander, General Pang 
En-po, who appears to have un- 
der his contro! all the Nation- 
alist forces in the vicinity of 
the mouth of the Yangtse, and 
who has installed one of his 
henchmen as Acting Mayor of 
Shonghai, ignores the Acting 
President’s orders and strictures. 

Pro-Chiang members of the 
Cabinet, and of the Peace Delega- 
tion to Peking, visit and confer 
with the Generalissimo nat every 
opportunity, and appear to be 
guided by his views rather than 
those of the eActing President. 
General Li has abased himself to 
the extent of offering to be bail- 
ed in oil if he fails in his peace 
efforts. 

This humillatlhk’ gesture has 
had no effect upon the Commun- 
ist leaders in the North, other 
than to induce them to stiffen 
thelr demands to the extent of 


making unconditional stirrender 
thelr only terths tor the cessauon 
of civil war, Their demands are 
considered so excessive that they 
have been rejected by Nanking, 
and at the time of writing there 
seems to be cvery likelihood that 
fighting will be resumed with 
unprecedented violence, 

Among those demands were the 
handling over of Nanking, Han- 
kow, Shanghai, Nanchong, Chang- 
shu, Chungking, Foochow and 
Kunming, together with all Na- 
tlonalist forces, to the Reds; the 
abrogation of all existing laws, 
and the abolitlon of all existing

Heed No Laws 


It ia evident from recent events 
that China’s Reds give heed to 
no laws of God or of man. They 
have deliberately fred upon the 
wutships of a frlendly Power 
enguged only In the protection of 
their nationals; they have refus- 
ed to recognise or to have any 
dealings with foreign diplomatic 
er Consular oMclals; they have 
denounced as “traitorous” the 
Sino-Amorlcan Treaties 9 which 
were Jsused upon principles of 
complete cquality; they have 
publicly Jauded the USSR for 
“Hiberating” Port) Arthur and 
Datren by filching these ports 
from China. And now they are 
demanding Communist control of 
China’s main cities without even 
elementary. preparations for keep- 
ing their admintstrations and eco- 
nomy in being. 

It is: extraordinary that so lit- 
tle has been heard of the fantas- 
tic developments that have fal- 
lowed the Red occupation of 
Tientsin. Foreigners who have 
left that port recently slate that 
the conduct of the Red troops 
after entering the clty was ex- 
emplary, but that compete chaos 
has uccompanied attempts to ad- 
minister the areca. Unemploy- 
ment is increasing by leaps and 
bounds. Rickshn coolies were 
ordered off the streets on the 
ground that it was unseemly for 
human beings to act as bensts pf 
burden. | But as no alternative 
means of livelihood was found for 
them they rioted ard reasserted 
their right to earn their living 
in their customary way.

Proper Treatment 

Britons, who bonst that they 
are a “natlon of shopkeepers” 
have, in the past, insisted upon 
the treatment of “xolf-respecting 
shop-kcepers," and it was be- 
enuse this was not conceded to 
them that the carly Anglo-Chi- 
nese wars were fought. 
~ [have hnd details of several 
examples of the functloning of 
these so-called “People’s Courts” 
tn Ticntsin. In one an American 
lady, who was exercising her 
dog.*which playfully jumped up 
ata Chinese child. was arraigned 
for allowing her dog to bite the 
infant. When the child 9 was 
stripped and no bite-marks wero 
to be found. it was argued that 
this dog gave a particular kind 
ot bite that left no mark but 
caused serious Internal Injuries, 

After standing before this 
grotesque tribunal for several 
hours the lady was henvily fined. 
In another cnse, a British syb- 
ject, who happens to be an old 
friend of mine, and who was tak-~ 
Ing refuge in a ceHar during the 
Communist bombardment, was 
wounded, and ao female servant 
was killed. On informatlan laid 
by wu spiteful. servant he was 
charged with not providing # 
sufltciently safe refuge for the 
victhm of Red shelling. Neither 
Wife nor individual bberty will be 
secure under such n regime. It 
will, I predict, not be long before 
the Tientsin Reds quarter Chi- 
nese coolies in foreign residences, 
and apply to the heads and staffs 
of foreign firms the salary 
restrictions — alrendy enforeed 
ngainst Customs employees. 

To talk of carrying on trade 
with the Chinese Communists In 
such conditions Js ridiculous. It 
would be better to arrange for a 
wholesale evacuation of foreign- 
ers’ until such time os these 
coolie-minded administrators dis- 
cover that foreign trade Is im- 
perative, and that it cannot be 
conducted under conditions which 
rob every foreigner of his ele- 
mentary rights and of his self- 
respect 


After the cxamples of inepti- 
tude which resulted from the Red 
occupntion of Tientsin, and the 
obvious proof that the Commuy- 
ists have not even elementary 
notions of the administratlve and 
economic problems of a great 
city, it would be appalling to 
think of the other cities they 
have named in their latest peace 
terms putting themselves under 
Red control. The only alterna- 
tive, at the moment, appears to

The signing of the Atlan- 
tic Pact, which 
together in one place the For- 
eign Ministers of Great Britain, 
athe United States and France, 
also afforded opportunity for a 
three-Power discussion on 
mutual problems 
those covered by the treaty.

All these measures are put 
forward for inclusion tn the 
party's legislative programme, to 
be carried out if it gets a further 
five yenrs of power. .

MUSICAL SHADES 

In considering the painting- of a 
Cezanne or a Reubens, knowledgeable 
critics ore able to read into the picture 
much of what they call “light shades”. 
None can know Iess of painting than 
I do, and yet this aspect of it is so 
slmple as to.its effect that one needs 
to be no connoisseur to appreciate the 


effect which these great artists 
achieved. 


The same remarks cannot, how- 
ever, be applied to music. The dis- 
tinction between “forte” and “pianis- 
simo” or between “allegro"” and “an- 
dante” is again a scif-obvious matter 
for which no trained car is needed to 
understand the difference. Certain 
music, too, calls for certain treatment 
—logical treatment even—so that any 
other form, would be completely {ncon~- 
gruous. 

The solemnity of the Dead March 
from “Saul” or the gripping drama of 
Wagner’s “Flying Dutchman” over- 
ture ore perfect examples of what I 
mean, In the “Dutchman” Wagner 
has depicted quite unerringly the pic- 
ture of that strange wraith of the 
Ocean, . tormented and tortured for- 
ever secking peace of his soul and not 
finding Jt. No music other than as 
Wagner has written it could possibly 
bring to one's mind so clear a picture 
of the legend he later portrays in the 
opera, 

Take, also Tchaikovski's “Romeo 
and Juliet” Overture—fantasie. This 
music ogaln portrays to perfection the 
ill-fated lovers, who find in the end 
death as the answer, The sweet-voiced 
oboe and the suggestion of drama in 
the background from the double basses 
Is as an effective passage in music os 
I can recall. 

‘ Really to appreciate any music and 


. to realise to the full just how much 


the composer -has put-into. it, the lis 
tener should at least. be able to dis-_ 
tingulsh the individual sounds of the 
different instruments of the orchestra, 
vollins, violas, cellos .and double- 
basses forming the string family; flutes. 
piccolo, clarinets, oboes, bassoons and 
*contra-bassoons the wind» section; 
trumpets, trombones, (occasionally the 
cornet) and french-horns comprise the 
Brass Section. The percussion dqpart- 
mont Js too numerous to detail, but its 
main contribution in symphonic works 
is by’ means of the tympani... 

‘The test of greatness in a composer 
lies in his ability. to think in terms 
of orchestration, The basic idea of his 
work first occurs to him, and he pro- 
bably sketches out a rough score of a 
“fow staves, committing his main theme 
to paper fn this way. But this rough 
score occuts to him as a complete 
whole; he hears it played (say) by solo 
+ oboe, with clarinets and french-horns 
filling in the background. A_ very 
elementary knowledge of mathema- 
ties will serve to show that the per- 
mutations and combinations obtainable 
from the instruments of the orchestra 
stretch to almost endicss lengths. But 
it does mot stop even there, In the 
lower registers, for example, there is 
a note almost of melancholy about the 
flute whilst in the upper register it 
coverts gaily, like the bird it is often 
_ealled on to imitate. The pitch of a 
melody, therefore, may casily alter 
its effect, Matters such as these are of 
highest importance to the composer, 
pnd he cannot afford to neglect any 
of them in his desire to achieve per- 
fection in the orchestral interpretation 
of his music, ee a

There {s 
glorious music in every page of this 
work and what -budding soprano has 
never attempted—albeit rashly!—to 
tackle the diMcult bravura of “With 
Verdure Clad?” or “Breathes there the 
man with soul so dead” who has not 
involuntarily thrilled to the herolc 
majesty of the music in the chorus 
“The Heavens ore telling the glory of 
the Lord”, In this work, Papa Haydn, 
to my mind, achieved the peak of his 
work, ‘ 

Beethoven's No, 1 Symphony ts not- 
able, particularly in that he introduced 
the Scherzo into. it os a movement in 
lien of the time-honoured tradition of 
the minuetto, It is quite incorrect to 
credit him with belng the Originator of 
this idea, since Bach and Haydn, had 
both. written .music of this type, but 
had not actually incorporated in any 
symphonic work, . bi 

In this First Symphony, there arc 
many signs of the power yet to come. 
Developments in symphonic writing 
Ore one of the main attributes that 
must inevitably fall to be discussed 
whenever Beethoven's name is men- 
‘tloned. 

Liszt gave the first real emphasis to 
so-called programme music, writing, in - 
all, 13 examples, of which eight are 
orchestral conceptions of poctic works. 
Ur, Colles says: “His intention was to 
produce a musical paraphrase of. the 
thought feeling and colour - of the 
poem, to say in the language of music 
what the poct says in that of words”.

Fashion Show 
To Be Held 
In London Soon 


At a meeting at Britain's 
Bourd of Trade, the re eti- 
tion of the Lendon Fashion 
Fortnight first held in July 
1948 was discussed with -re- 
presentatives of the principal 
organisations in the fashion 
industry. 


The meeting was unanimously 
in favour of a simbar effort by 
the whole United Kingdom 
fashion Industry {in 1949. Ag 
the main consideration i. to in- 
terest overseas buyers It was de- 
cided to lime this effort with due 
regard for the established dates 
ef their buying visits. This in- 
volves separate consideration of 
the buyers Interested in the 
wholesale side’ (who arc Aaccus- 
tomes to inspect the collections 
between the middle of May’ and 
the middle of June) and those 
concerned with the retnil couture 
(who visit London in the last 
weels of July). 

There will therefore be a Lon- 
don Fashion Fortnight in the 
second half of May for the 
wholesale manufacturers and the 
usual July Openings of the haute 
cottture, led by the members of 
the Incorporated Society of Lon- 
don Fashion Designers. :
